pidgin” is necessary among the Chinese |: 


in providing a large and varied assort- 
ment of wives isa point on. which we 
are not informed, but the olsim made in 
the Supreme Court yesterday for the 
£2,800 seems to make’ it clear that at 
least no transference of property ‘is con- 
sidered to take place on such occasions, 
‘The contemptible conduct of this ‘ weal- 
thy Obinese merchant,” in endeavouring 
to deprive the unfortunate woman 
her few ‘hundreds: of dollars, is. worth 
‘speciat record, “Having accepted the 
position of fourth wife to the defendant, 
‘the plaintiff embarked with her lord 
gud manter at Shanghai for Hongkong, 
taking with her in hard cash, other 
wise clean Monican dollars, the 62,800,

dently a pretty keen eye on the dollars, 
not even gorupling to libel the fair repu- 
‘tation of this Colony for the privilege of 
“taking charge” of them. Doubtless 
could the defendant continue to -pick up 
wives pro tempore, with $2,800 each, he 
would have speedily progressed from the 
‘fifth to the fiftieth,  The,.defendant’s 
conduct would have been more excusable 
had he treated the woman well, after 
depriving her of her little fortune. Sent 
to live with defendant's second wife, the 
two ladies naturally disagreed, with the 
result that, defendant refusing to fulfil 
his agreement to provide plaintiff with a 
house of her own, she was obliged to 
come to Hongkong and live at her own 
expense, The learned Judge, we are 
glad to. observe, addressed some very 
severe remarks to the defendant at the 
conclusion of the cage, His Lordship 
hesitated. to allow the case to be. closed, 
at defendant's request, by a verdict being: 
iven for the plaintiff with costs, and 
esignated the defendant's conduot as 6 
dastardly attempt to take advantage of 
& poor woman, ene. 2 
a 
We do not think there is any European 
in the: Colony who would really feel a 
levance at tho establishment of a 
taam Laundry here.

_So long as the Danube remains the first 
line of defence. of Tarkey, Silistria must 
always play an importent part in wors 
between it and Russia. ‘The town itself is 
situated on the right bank of the. Danube, 
and is overlooked, by a range of hills to the 
south, The enceinte of the fortress consists 
of ten bastioned fronts. The ditches are 
from twenty-five to thirty-five yards wide, 
ten to twelve fest deep, with revetted escarps 
and eounterscarps, and are all well flanked.

THE SUEZ CANAL. 

Mr. Charles Mogniac has addressed a 
farther communioation to The Times on the 
above subject, After pointing out the cir- 
cumstances which led bo the first transport 
of troops for India. through Egypt, h 
says i— j 

A long correspondence ensued between 
the Indian and Home Governments until it 
was finally decided in 1864 to carry out the 
service by transports to be built for the pur.‘ 

ose, and the India-office applied fo the 
‘oreign-ofiice ‘to obtain the consent of 
the Porte and the Viceroy’ of Egypt to the 
oposed arrangement.” This was received 
rom Turkey in the month of October, 1864,. 
in the shape of a Note from Aali Pacha, the 
then Grand Vizier, ‘ Happy to scizo evory 
Hy ee of gine cere proof of 
the value the Sublime Porto attaches to the 
relations happily subsisting between itself 
and Great Britain,” His Majesty ‘“ the 
Sultan, was disposed to procure for the Go- 
vernment of the Queen, &c,,. the necessary 
facility for the Royal troops passing 
through Egypt: on every ocoasion when Her 
Majesty's Government should specially re-. 
quest it. In the beginning of 1865 Sir Hen- 
ry Bulwer reported that he had “ spoken 
to thei Goverument of the Khedive about 
theregular passage of British troops through 
Egypt,” and had “ not only found no re- 
Inctance on tho part of the Viceroy to com- 
ply with the wishes of Her Majesty's Go- 
vernment in this respect, but all the symp- 
toms of sincere satisfaction.’ Thore is 
evidently a certain difference in the terms 
of. the permission accorded by the Sultan 
andthe Khedive, and. the. latter is not so 
clearly laid down as could have been wish- 
ed. In fact, the only documentary evidence 
we possess of ‘any arrangement with the 
Khedive, under which we have o right to 
send troops through Egypt is comprised in 
a Note from Nubar Pacha, the Minister of 
Public Works, to Mr. Colquhoun, the Con- 
sul-General at Cairo. But with the excep- 
tion of a Yague compliment on the general 
question, that "the Khedive would wish 
to be agreeable to Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment in ev:
